Dear Ms. Bosworth: 

This letter sets forth the full and complete plea offer to your client, Karren Potts, from the 
Criminal Division of the Office of the United States Attorney for the District of Colmnbia 
(hereinafter also referred to as "the Government" or "this Office"). This plea offer will expire on 
August 30, 2006. If your client accepts the terms and conditions of this offer, please have your 
client execute this document in the space provided below. Upon receipt of the executed 
document, this letter will become the Plea Agreement. The terms of the offer are as follows: 

Charges and Statutory Penalties 

Your client agrees to plead guilty to Count Two of a criminal Information, charging her 
with Trafficking in Stolen Goods, m violation of 22 D.C, Code § 323 1

Your client understands that pursuant to 22 D.C. Code § 3231, the offense of Trafficking 
in Stolen Goods carries a maximum sentence of 10 years imprisonment, a fine of $10,000, a 
$50.00 special assessment, and an order of restitution, and an obUgation to pay any applicable 
interest or penalties on fines or restitution not timely made. 

In consideration of your client's plea to the above offense, your chent will not be further 
prosecuted criminally by this Office for the conduct set forth in the attached Statement of 
Offense. In addition, at the time of sentencing, the Govemment will move to dismiss Count One 
of the Information^ which charges your chent with a violation of 18 U.S.C. § 371. Your client 
agrees that with respect to any and all dismissed charges your client is not a "prevailing party" 
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WTffiin the meaiung of the:"Hyde Amo^ 617, P.t. 105-1 19 (Nov. 26^ 1997), and 

will not file aay claim under that law. 

Factual Stipulations 

Your client agrees that the attached "Statement of the Offense" fairly and accurately 
describes your cHeiit's actions and involvement in the offense to which your chent is pleading 
guilty. It is anticipated that prior to or during the plea hearmg, your client will adopt and sign the 
Statement of the Offense as a written proffer of evidence.

Sentencing Guidelines Stipulations 

Your client understands that the Court may utilize the District of Columbia Sentencing 
Commission's volutitary sentencing guidelines in imposing the sentence in this case. This plea 
offer is contingent upon an agreement between the Government and your client that, neither party 
will seek an upward or downward departure outside of your client's applicable guidehne range. 

Agreement as to Sentencing Allocution 

The parties agree that a sentence within the applicable Guidelhies Range would constitute 
a reasonable sentence. In addition, neither party will seek a sentence outside of the applicable 
Guidehnes Range or suggest that the Court consider a sentence outside of the apphcable 
Guidelnies Range.

Nothing in this Agreement limitS: the right of the parties to make any argurnents regarding 
where within the applicable Guidelines Range (or such other range as the Court may determine) 
your chent should be sentenced or to seek an appropriately adjusted sentencing range if it is 
determined based upon new information that your client's criminal history category is different 
from that set forth above.

Court Not Bound by the Plea Agreement

It is understood that pursuant to Federal Rules of Criniinal Procedure 1 1 (c)(1)(B) and 
1 1(c)(3)(B) the Court is not bound by the above stipulations, either as to questions of fact or as 
to the parties' determination of the applicable Guidelines range, or other sentencing issues. In 
the event that the Court considers any Guidehnes adjustments, departures, or calculations 
different from any stipulations contai^ed in this Agreement, or contemplates a sentence outside 
the Guidelines range based upon the general sentencing factors Hsted in Title 18, United States 
Code, Section 3553(a), the parties reserve the right to answer any related inquiries from the 
Court.

Court Not Bonnd fav the Noh-Mandatorv SMtenciiig GiiideUnes 

It is understood that the sentence to be imposed upon your client is detexniined solely by 
the Court. It is understood that the Sentencing Guidelines are not binding on the Court. Your 
cUent ackiiowledges that your client's entry of a guilty plea to the charged offense authorizes |;he 
sentencing court to impose any sentence, up to and including the statutory maximum sentence, 
which may be greater than the applicable Guidelines range. The Government cannot, and does 
not, make any promise or representation as to what sentence your chent will receive. Moreover, 
it is understood that your client will have no right to withdraw your client's plea of guilty should 
the Court impose a sentence outside the Guidelines range. 

Restittttion 

In addition to the other penalties provided by law, the Court may also order that your 
chent make restitution under 16 D.C. Code §711. Restitution is payable immediately unless 
ordered otherwise by the Court. 

In addition to any restitutioii that may be ordered by the Court, your client agrees to make 
restitution in the amount of $6,197 to the all victims of your cUenf's criminal conduct. Your 
chent understands liiat if your chent fails to make such agreed-upon restitution that the 
Govenmient may seek to void this Agreement. 

A ppeal Waiver

It is agreedj[i) that your chent will not file a direct appeal of any sentence within or above 
the apphcable Guidelines and (ii) that the Government will not appeal any sentence within or 
below the Stipulated Guidelines Range. It is further agreed that any sentence within tiie 
applicable Guidelines Range is reasonable,

Release/Detention 

Your client acknowledges that while the Government will not seek a change in your 
client's release conditions pendmg sentencing, the final decision regarding yonr chent' s bond 
status or detention will he made by the Court at the time of your chent's plea of guilty. Should 
your client engage in further criminal conduct prior to sentencmg, however, the Government may 
move to change your client's conditions of release. 

Breach of Agreement

Your chent understands and agrees that if, after eiiteruig this Plea Agreement, your client 
fails specifically to perform or to fulfill completely each and every one of youir chent' s 
obhgations imder this Plea Agreement, or engages in any criminal activity pripr to sentencing, 
your chent will have breached this Plea Agreement. In the event of such a breach: (a) the 
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GovermBent will be fee &0m its obligations imder the Agreement; (h) your client will not have 
the right to withdraw the guilty plea; (c) your client shall be folly subject to criminal prosecution 
for any other crimes, including perjury and obstruction of justice; arid (d) the Goverriment will be 
free to use against your client, directly and indirectly, in any criminal or civil proceeding, all 
statements made by your client and any of the information or materials provided by your client, 
includmg such statements, information and materials provided pursuant to this Agreement or 
durmg the course of any debriefmgs conducted in anticipation of, or after entry of this 
Agreement, including your client's statements made during proceedings before the Court 
pursuant to Fed. R, Grim, P; 11 . 

Your client acknowledges discussing with you Federal Rule of Criminal Procedure 1 1(f) 
and Federal Rule of Evidence 410, rules which ordinarily limit the admissibility of statements 
made by a defendant in the course of plea discussions or plea proceedings if a guilty plea is later 
withdrawn. Your client knowingly and volimtarily waives the ri^ts which arise under these 

rules; 



Your client understands and agrees that the Government shall only be required to prove a 
breach of this Plea Agreement by a preponderance of the evidence. Your client forther 
understands and agrees that the Government need only prove a violation of federal, state, or local 
criminal law by probable cause in order to establish a breach of this Plea Agreement. 

Nothing in this Agreement shall be construed to permit your client to commit perjury, to 
make false statements or declarations, to obstmct justice, or to protect your client from 
prosecution for any crimes not included within this Agreement or committed by your client after 
the execution of this Agreement. Your client understands and agrees that the Government 
reserves the right to prosecute your client for any such offenses. Your client further understands 
that any perjury, false statements or declarations, or obstruction of justice relating to your client's 
obligations under this Agreement shall constitute a breach of this Agreement. However, in the 
event of such a breach^ your client will not; be allowed to withdraw this guilty plea. 



Waiver of Statute of Limitations 

It is further agreed that should the conviction following your client's plea of guilty 
pursuant to this Agreement be vacated for any reason, then any prosecution that is not time- 
barred by the applicable statute of limitations on die date of the signing of this Agreement 
(including any counts that the Govemtnent has agreed not to prosecute or to dismiss at 
sentencing pursuant to this Agreement) may be commenced or reinstated against your client, 
notwithstanding the expiration of the statute of limitations between the signing of this Agreement,

and the commencement or reinstatement of such prosecution. It is the intent of this Agreement to 
waive all defenses based on the statute of limitations with respect to any prosecution that is not 
time-barred on the date that this Agreement is signed. 
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Waiver of Right to DNA Testing 



By entering this plea of guilty, your client waives any and all right your clierit may have, 
pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 3600, to require DNA testing of any physical evidence in the possession 
of the Government. Your client fully understands that, as a result of this waiver, any physical 
evidence in this case will not be preserved by the Government and will therefore not be available 
for DNA testing in the future. ' 

Complete Agreement 

No other agreements, promises, understandings, or representations have been made by the

parties or their counsel than those contained in writing hereiri, nor will any such agreements, 
promises; understandings, or representations be made unless committed to writing and signed by 
your client, defense counsel, and an Assistant United States Attorney for the District of 
Columbia. 



Your client further understands that this Agreement is binding only upon the Criminal 
Division of the United States Attorneys Office for the District of Columbia, This Agreement

does not bind the CiAdl Division of this OfJSce or any other United States Attorney's Office, nor 
does it bind any other state, local, or federal prosecutor. It also does not bar or compromise any 
civil, tax, or admiiustrative claim pending or that may be made against your client. 

If the foregoing terms and conditions are satisfactory, your client may So indicate by 
signing the Agreement in the space indicated belpw and returning the original to me once it has 
been signed by your chent and by you or other defense counsel.
